Civil Defence 


A knowledge of first aid procedure 
will be invaluAble in case of war, 
Air Vice-Marshal G. R. Howsam, pro- 
vineial defence co-ordinator, said in 
the last of a series of public state- 
ments on civil defence. 

He suggested that service clubs, 
church auxiliaries, study groups and 
community leagues take accredited 
St. John’s Ambulance Association 
courses ay soon as-possible as most 
civil defence ‘workers would be re- 
quired to have some first aid train- 
ing. 

He told iow citizens could help 
Alberta’s civil defence organization 
by learning how to protect themselves 
and their families, and by serving in 
a civil defence job, 

“Your civl defence committee will 
soon be calling for volunteers for 
the various positions, Think it over 
now and be ready to decide on the 
jeb you will be able to do your best 
work in, Civil defence workers ure 
ordinary people whose daily life 
has equipped them to fit into a 
special place in the civil defence 
organization.” 

Air Marval Howsam said auxil- 
jary fire-fighters, policemen and first 
aid workers were needed urgently, 
Resuce crws also would be required 
and special craws would be trained to 
use Geiger courters to detect and 
measure radioactivity.

According to the British North America 
Act, representation in the House of Commons is 
based on population, and this is regarded as the 


main legal reason for the decennial census... Payment of provincial subsi- 
dies on a per capita basis too are dependent upon information gained 


through the census. 


It also shows movements of population from one part 


of the country to another and gives a comprehensive survey of the social 


and economic progress made in the last ten years,

through the taking of the census are used as guides in the administration 


of many of our public affairs and social services.

The first census was taken in Canada in 1666 and there were 


3,215 persons here in that year, Estimates of population are taken annually 
for ptirposes of compiling vital statistics and through these, records of 


changes in population are kept. 


However, the census which is taken every 


ten years is the legal basis upon which many mattets pertaining to public 
affairs in Canada are based and the taking of the census in June of this 
year will ba an interesting and important event. :

Hardier, Earlier And Better 

To anyone who hasn’t looked at 
a seed catalogue for several years 
there will be a lot of things there 
today that are completely new, There 
are-tenderer and larger beans, sweet- 
er corn, new and much better vari- 


eties in almost every line, As. well, 
there has been steady improvement, 
particularly in hardiness. 

It is not so many years since corn 
was practically unknown in Prairie 
gardens. In fact it was only intro- 
duced into Soutitern Ontario about 
the beginning of the century. Today 
one can grow garden cori siiccess- 
fully away north. The reason? 
Earlier maturing varieties. 

And what has been done in corn 
has also been done in melons, cueum- 
bers, beans, peas, tomatoes and all 
sorts of other things. By getting 
varieties that mature faster, the 
plant. breeder-has overcome our Can- 
adian handicap of late and early 
frosts. In the modern seed catalogue 
there is usually listed the number of 
days it takes to grow individual va- 
rieties. This is vital information for 
the gardener who lives outside those 
very limited areas where the first of 
May means that danger from frosts 
is practically over. 


For Better Soil 

Even the most unpromising soil 
Look at 
what some city gardeners have done 
with the assorted blue clay, mortar 
and broken bricks builders have used 
for grading up the backyard. Almost 
anything will break down in time 
and what wort can be hauled away 
or used for drainage. With very 
heavy soil, lying fairly level, some 
drainage is needed. With large plots 
this can be done by installing tile 
drains although an open ditch will 
be a lot cheaper and may do well 
enough. Also it is a good plan where 
the plot is small to add sand or 
ashes, 

After this, treatment for very 
heavy or very light soil is about the 
same. The main thing is to get in 
plenty of humus and cultivate. Hum- 
us is simply a high class name for 
ordinary manure — grass cuttings, 
straw or even just green weeds and 
other plants. The more of this stuff 
that is dug in the more open and 
porous the soil becomes. Where pds- 
sible, it’s a good plan to grow a crop 
of clover, Fall rye, oats or some 
rank-growing thing, and dig or plow 
this under, After a few years’ treat- 
ment even the toughest or most bar- 
ren soil becomes mellow and, as the 
experts say, friable,

That old concept of the prairie as being “bald’’ of trees is all 
wrong. This came to light at the 51st annual meeting of the 
Canadian Forestry Association. held at Montreal. J. J. Van Camp, 
association general manager, in his annual report, noted that 
during the pasf 27 years the association has been responsible for. 


the planting of 250,000,000 trees on the western prairies. And 
that, as anyone from mathematician to forester will tell you, is 


a lot of trees. 


had a good and mellowing effect on 
the diet of westerners. It happens 
this way: 

Mos® of these 250,000,000 tirees 
planted by the association are used 
as “shelter belts’. In other words, 
rows of trees are planted to protect 
western homes from the gales that 
sweep with crushing force across 
those undulating miles of origimally 
tree-free land. 

It was noticed that once these 
“shelter belts’ kept out the wind, 
the rich prairie soil would raise 
choice vegetables—and so ‘food gar- 
dens” came to vary the vast fields 
of wheat. Right now estimates place 
the number of these “food gardens” 
made possible by tree shelter, as 
high as 60,000. Lg
